I  )ii  page  4  of  Justice  ll.pdgins'  re|>ort  the  followint;  words  arc  found' 
■■I  ha\c,  therefore,  endeaiored  to  consider  tlleiu  all  from  the  point  of 
view  of  the  public,  and  with  an  appreciation  both  of  the  resp.msibility  of 
the  Province  for  the  public  liealth,  and  its  duty,  anil  ecpially  important 
ol  allowing  the  individual  citizen  reasonable  freedom  of  action," 

The  foregoing  position  cannot  be  too  highly  commended.  The  chief 
end  of  all  legislation  is  the  iirotection  of  the  people.  In  all  matter.s  per- 
t.-i'ning  to  the  tre.-itment  of  all  forms  of  diseases  and  injuries  this  can 
only  be  secured  l>y  exacting  from  all  wli..  would  undertake  the  duties  of 
attending  and  treating  the  sick  or  injure<l  the  highest  possible  .standard 
of  training  and  scientilic  education  tliat  nuKlern  medical  scientific  know- 
ledge can  furni.sh.  Such  legislation  will  not  only  protect  the  public,  but 
it  will,  in  a  very  large  measure,  protect  the  professijn  aijainst  slothful 
methods  in  its  ranks  ^nd  overcrowding,  and  the  evils  that  tend  to  flow 
from  these.  Xn  one  should,  therefore,  be  permitted  to  practise  any  form 
of  healing  who  does  not  obtain  the  (Jntario  license.

]ni-;sess  siitTieient  medical  kmtwledtie  to  reeoi;ni/e  di-.ea^c--  prononnced 
1)\    the  Health  Authorities  to  he  eMinnumiealde." 

His  I.ord.sliip  has  in  these  words  put  his  tinj^er  ujion  the  eniei.d 
point.  The  pnldie  mu>t  he  jiroteeted,  and  tins  cannot  he  done  if  llie 
C  liri^tiau  Scientist  eanui't  dia^^iiose  these  diseases  that  are  eonta^'ions 
and  should  he  reported.  It  i-  i>i  tin  ii>e  for  the  Hiristian  Scientists  to  set 
up  tlie  arf^ument  that  they  wi^li  to  t.liey  the  law  anil  ohscr\  c  the  health 
ref^ulations.  Tllis  camiitt  1  ,■  (hme  without  that  UiU'wled^e  that  enal)!e-- 
one  to  rceo^mize  diplitheria,  measles,  scarlet  fe\er.  r.mallpox,  etc. 

The  medical  pr<»fession  ha\e  no  desire  to  interfere  with  any  one  in 
the  exercise  of  lii>  relij^ious  helief.  ( )u  tllis  point  tlie  medical  profession 
is  at  one  with  Justice  llodf,Mn>;  hut  it  also  concurs  in  his  \icw  that  the 
t'hristiau  Scientists  "should  p<l^^e-s  no  other  or  ditTerent  ri^ht  or  imtuun- 
it}'  from  that  enjoyed  hy  tlie  cler,L,'yman  or  luinister  wlio  is  called  in  for 
the  spiritual  henefit  of  a  memher  '.f  his  conimnnion,"

with  as  contagious  or  infections  in  the  Public  Health  Act.  unless  hefore 
such  practice  is  heguu  notice  in  writing  is  gi\en  to  the  h'cal  Health 
Authorities  ni  the  presence  of  such  disease."     \\  ith  thi-^   we  concur. 

With  the  folltiwiug  recommeu'latiou,  found  on  page  7_'.  numlier  S. 
the  (  Jntario  Medical  .Vssticiation  i-  n^il   wliolly  in  accord: 

"(S)  Tliat  provision  he  i^iade  in  >nch  legislation  that  nothing  in  it 
()r  in  the  definition  <tf  Medicine  shall  prevent  the  practice  of  the  religiou- 
teuets  of  any  church,  jirovided  that  anyone  exercising  it  for  gain  for  the 
heuetit  of  the  sick  or  diseased  shall  possess  a  permit  from  the  I'rovincial 
iioard  of  llealth  certifying  that  the  holder  is  (|ualilied  to  recognize  dis- 
eases re(|uired  to  he  reportetl  under  the  rnhlic  Health  ^''t,  and  further 
j)r<»\iding  that  when  the  practice  is  .apart  from  a  church  editice  or  tlie 
liome  of  the  ])atient.  and  i^  for  gain,  the  onus  shall  be  upon  the  person  so 
])racti-!ng  to  bring  himself  or  lier>elf  within  the  exception.  .Nothing  in 
tlie  legi.-lation  should  in  any  way  weaken  the  position  that  where  infants

■-ioni  in  what  he  has  to  say  rej^anlinji  Optometry.  'I'l.e  (  Jptieians  are 
lou^  e-^tabli-hed.  and  it  i^  lo--  them  to  improve  themselves  by  studv, 
'riiere  does  nut  appear  to  be  any  need  for  tlie  ercation  of  a  sort  of  quasi 
pro''es>ion  with  just  enough  medical  knowledjje  to  prove  dan^^enms  to 
the  public,  'Ihere  can  lie  no  o))jection  to  s.inie  provisitui  in  the  le}.,Mslatiou 
of  tlie  i'ro\ince  t<'  the  etVect  that  all  those  outside  of  the  medical  profes- 
sion who  would  do  refraction  work  ;ind  prescribe  j^jlasses  must  first  obtain 
a  eertilieate  oi  couipetency  for  such  work  front  '■ome  accredited  buarrl. 
lieyonil  this  the  law  should  not  t^n  in  the  recognition  of  a  separate  body. 

Xor  can  the  <  'ntario  Metlieal  Association  concur  in  the  recommenda- 
tion that  the  L'niversitie>  provide  additional  courses  of  instruction  as 
intimated  on  paj^e  Ji,  A  nuicli  better  course  would  be  to  lay  the  respon- 
sibility upon  the  I'liix  er>ities  to  furnish  a  more  exteusi\e  i:t>ursc  on 
refraction  work  to  the  Medical  Students  than  that  uow  given.  This 
would  tend  to  vni)ersede  the  need  for  the  Optometrist,  and  he  logically 
in  line  uiili  that  part  ot  the  ( ■onimi>sioirer's  report  where  he  urges  more

TtprontM  >hiiuld  carry  with  it  the  ri^lit  to  practise  in  the  IVovince.  fhis 
view  was  euncurrefl  in  I)y  \\  esteni  I'niversity  ami  (ippn>ed  hy  (Jueen's 
l'ni\er>ity.      I  he  C'uninr>>inner  remarks,  tin  pa^e  51,  as  lullows: 

"While  1  recn^Mii/e  the  force  ^i\en  tn  tliis  re(|iie>t  I'runi  the  facts 
which  1  ha\e  nientinnel.  1  am  I'ar  Inmi  cunvineed  that  it  should  he 
j.;ranted.  It  i>  true  that  in  ICnjiland  the  decree  of  a  recujiuized  university 
carrie>  with  it  the  rit;lii  to  he  licensed,  hut  the  conditions  under  wdiich 
that  state  of  affairs  arose  do  not  obtain  here.  If  tlie  independent  exam- 
ination were  omitted  in  fa\or  of  our  iniiversitie>  witliout  some  siiper- 
\  isory  pri>\isi(ni,  it  wonhl  he  impossible  to  secure  uniformity  of  standard. 
It  >eenis  to  Us  that  thi>  c.(n  only  he  accomplished,  having  regard  to  our 
pre>ent  system,  hy  reiorniinf.;  in  -onie  way  or  accepting  the  present  dupli- 
cation of  examination'.."' 

llavinji  fidl  rej;:-  d  for  the  need  <if  maintaining;  a  hiKh  standard  of 
etticiency  on  the  one  hand,  and  a  jtroper  c<insideration  for  the  ectmomy  of 
time  on  the  luirt  of  the  students,  the  <  )ntario  Medical  .\ssociation  is  of 
the  opinion  that  both  purptises  can  he  fully  realized  by  such  modification 
of  the  present  system  of  duplicate  examinations  as  would  enable  the 
student  to  obtain  both  the  dej^ree  from  his  university  and  the  license  of 
the  Cdllej.'e  of  f'hysicians  and  Surf^eons  by  passinj^  a  conjoint  examina- 
tion, or  by  the  College  o!"  Physicians  ami  Surgecuis  appointing  assessors 
to  the  Hoard  of  h'.xaminers,  with  the  object  of  maintaining  the  proper 
stanit.trd.  'Ibis  works  well  in  Manitoba,  where  the  clegree  admits  to 
practice 
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Medical  and  Surgical  Fees.

(  >n  page  fij  of  the  l*onimi<-'ioner' 
up.  I  he  naiuve  of  medical  and  .-urgicat  practice,  the  great  variety  oi 
coiulitions  to  be  treated,  the  wide  diliference  of  exi>erience  in  the  profes- 
sion, and  the  many  gra<'es  of  the  social  .standing  of  patients,  render  it 
impossible  to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast  rules  regarding  fees.  This  must 
ever  ctintinue  to  be  a  nvitter  of  arrangement  to  a  considerable  extent 
between  the  practitioner  and  the  jiatient.  Nevertheless,  the  appointment 
of  an  ol'licer  who  wouhl  ha\e  certain  powers  \n  the  taxing  of  fees,  such 
as  is  suggested  on  page  14.  might  be  occasiiinally  advantageous  to  both 
the  profession  and  t!ie  public.  His  jurisdiction  could,  however,  go  n-i 
further  than  tlial  of  ten(!ering  friendly  ad\ice.  The  cry  about  excessive 
charges  has  \  ei  y  little  to  rest  upon,  The  medical  profession  of  this  Pro- 
vince i.-  pecidiarly  free  tlie  spirit  of  greed  as  manifested  by  over- 
charging for  medical  or  surgical  attendance.  The  very  few  examples  of 
this  sort  of  tiling  may  safely  be  left  Xn  the  care  of  the  onlinary  Courts.

All  such  concerns  should  be  closed  up.    They  can  only  do  harm  to  the 
real  cause  of  education,  and  especially  medical  education.

The  stand  of  the  Commissioner  on  midwives  is  correct.  There  is  no 
need  whatever  for  the  recognition  of  such  at  present.  To  'egalize  theni 
would  be  a  backward  step,  as  there  is  no  need  for  such  a  class  of  practi- 
tioners.
